The Elba City Council meet- 
ing got underway late Tuesday 
night due to several members 
having to attend another meet- 
ing. However, at eight the reg- 
ular meeting began and within 
a few minutes, all members 
were present. 

Possibly the most interest- 
ing ac tion taken by the Council 

was a motion not to withdraw 
a resolution opposing the clos- 
ing of the local railroad depot. 

The action followed anap- 
peal by representatives of the 
Seaboard Coastline Railroad 
for the local city council not 
to oppose their attemptto “try” 
the mobile agent for six 
months. Railroad management 
had appeared before the council 
before in an effort to get this 
resolution withdrawn from the 
Public ServiceCommission and 
had failed. 

The attempt Tuesday night 
failed also. The council told 
Mr. Howard Holt of SCL that 
the members would consider 
letters requested from users of 
the railroad and the notify him 
of any action taken by the coun- 
cil. 

Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
reminded Mr. Holt of his re- 
quest and their promise to fur- 
nish him and the other coun- 
cilmen with additional infor- 
mation about the railroad’s act- 
ivities in the Wiregrass. No 
explanation was given for this 
lack of information. 

When it became apparent to 
the councilmen that the major- 
ity didn’t want to withdraw the 
resolution, Vaughan made a 
motion that the resolution on 
the depot not be changed. Coun- 
cilman Ben Carpenter second- 
ed the motion and the vote was 
unanimous approval. 

A representative of Gen- 
eral Telephone was invited to 
the meeting and asked why the 
company was _ progressively 
closing down facilities in the 
Elba office. He explained the 
economic conditions inthearea 
and noted the recent court rul- 
ing disallowing the last rate in- 
crease put on by the company. 
Jerry Jenkins, who spoke on 
behalf of the telephone com- 
pany, promised full-time office 
hours when economic condi- 
tions improve. 


Henry Padgett of Padgett & 
Dinning Engineering, presented 
the council with a map showing

A report on funds from the 
federal government revealed 
that Elba will receive $35,000 
for the first flooding in Elba 
and government officials were 
still working on damage re- 
ports from the last high water.

The Vietnam war is finally 
over and the last American is 
home. I certainly hope that out 
of the tragedy of the last two 
decades in Southeast Asia 
America has learned at least 
two costly, but very valuable, 
lessons One, never fight a 
war if you don’t intend to take 
the steps necessary to win 
Two, never do for others 
what they are not willing to do 
for themselves 

I think it is not unrealis 
tic to point out, however, that 
we lost the war because we 
weren't allowed to win. And 
the opposition came from poli 
ticians and protestors in this 
country, not from a foreign 
power 

Unfortunately, it does not 
end with the fall of South Viet- 
nam, Our loss of credibility 
because of the fiascoes in 
Southeast Asia will continue to 
overshadow our foreign policy 
for years to come and will in- 
evitably contribute to interna- 
tional instability Our allies 
will be asking themselves what 
advantage it isto maintain their 
alignment with us. “Neutrals” 
will find cozy relations with 
Communist countries more 
Suitable

Out. of this ugly war has 
also come a strong drift tow 
ard isolationism. The pre- 
liminary results of my recent 
constituent survey indicate 
that the people of Alabama’s 
Second District, at least, are 
not in favor of increasing for- 
eign aid, or aidtothe U. N., 
or intervening in the Middle 
East militarily. On the other 
hand, more than half of those

more than 21,000 responding 
felt we should increase govern- 
ment spending in military and 
energy matters 

It appears that people are 
recognizing our national inter- 
ests should, and must, havetop 
priority Additionally, our 
naive policy of making liberal 
foreign handouts to every na- 
tion under the sun has been ex- 
posed for the farce it is 

However we do not live in 
a vacuum and we-must con- 
tinue to maintain relations 
with other nations. We cannot 
be the world’s policeman, but 
neither can we afford to be the 
world’s hermit. Our foreigr 
policy must be reconstructec 
so as to assure mutual self- 
interest Our relations witt 
other nations must be symb- 
lotic, We cannot continue tobe 
the willing host for the world’s 
parasites 

Whether or not this Con 
gress or the Executive Branc 
have learned the lessons o 
Vietnam is debatable. But, I 
believe very strongly that even 
though we lost the war in 
Southeast Asia, now is notime 
to put our tails between our 
legs and retreat to some dark 
corner to sulk and dismantle 
our military defense system. 
We were caught napping at 
Pearl Harbor. Next time we 
might not have the cushion of 
time to recover from a dirst 
strike. Strength deters agres- 
sion Weakness invites it. 

It is time then, for a re- 
kindling of the American spirit, 
a rebirth of patriotism. Amer- 
ica is still the greatest nation 
on earth and we will continue 
to be number one.

The purpose of this letter 
is two-fold: to let the sports 
editor know that he does not 
stand alone in his bid for more 
tennis facilities in Elba; and 
to comment on the condition 
of the entire recreational fac- 
ilities. 

Any casual observer who 
passes by the Elba tennis 
“court” can readily see thatthe 
one court is inadequate to 
render playing space for those 
interested in tennis. On sev- 
eral occasions we have driven 
from, the Woodland Grove Com- 
munity only to find the court 
occupied and six or eight 
couples waiting to use the 
court. 

I firmly believe that money 
could be raised to build these 
much needed facilities. These 
courts would benefit not only 
the youth but many older cou- 
ples as well. Tennis is con- 
sidered by many HPER (Health, 
Physical Education and Rec- 
reation) officials and majors, 
of which I am one, to be a 
“lifetime sport.” 

All kinds of people play 
tennis, and they play for many 
reasons. Tennis can truly be 
called the sport of a lifetime, 
since youngsters can begin at 
about 6 years of age and their 
grandparents may still be play- 
ing even past age sixty. Young 
and old, men and women, highly 
skilled champions and eager 
novices and neophytes, all ex- 
press their enthusiasm for the 
game both on the court and off. 

Tennis develops coordina- 
tion, stamina, endurance and 
skill, but most importantly, it 
provides a means toward car- 
diovascular improvement, 
which, in the long run, might 
add years to the lives of those 
who participate. 

And, finally, tennis provides 
a marvelous social situation; 
only one other person is nec- 
essary to play, but many people 
all over the world do play, and 
the friendly spirit inherent in 
the words, “Would you like to 
hit some?” or, as the English

Elba is a growing commu- 
nity composed of active and 
energetic people who at times 
have banded together to ac- 
complish many things such as, 
raise money for the band, build 
football and baseball stadiums, 
acquire Kleinerts, and survive 
floods. All these accomplish- 
ments tell me that the people 
of Elba strive for better things 
for themselves and their fami- 
lies. Therefore it is hard for 
me to understand why these 
same people ignore what I think 
is one of the most important 
responsibilities that a person 
has toward his family. That is 
to see that his children get a 
good education. 

Perhaps many parents do 
not know what is going oninthe 
Elba schools and assume that 
school is the same as it wasten 
or twenty years ago. This is 
definitely not the case. The 
elementary school has changed 
the report card grading system 
from the old A,B,C, system 
which everyone understood to 
the 1,2,3, system which even 
teachers, when asked what it 
means, give different answers. 
They are still trying to téach 
the so called “Modern Math” 
which has fourth and fifth grad- 
ers trying to solve algebraic 
equations when they do not know 
their multiplication tables or 
how to do long division. Many 
schools in other states that 
have tried this approach know 
that the average student failsto 
get a good background in basic 
arithmetic and they no longer 
use this method. If you have 
noticed even the school busses 
have two different numbers 
listed on the side to confuse 
you Disciplining has deter- 
iorated to the extent that good 
teachers are _ resigning and 
many others are saying they do 
not know how much more they 
can tolerate 

The teachers and princi- 
pals use to be in charge of the 
students from the time they 
arrived at school until they 
left in the afternoon. Thisdoes 
not seem to be the case any 
more The students fight 
smokg, steal. skip classes, and 
neck in the parked cars while 
many of the teachers spend 
free periods” in the lounge 
Alsc I have heard pareats com- 
ment about the teachers almost 
running over the students in 
their haste to leave after 
school.

Many 
Students are afraid for their 
personal safety while at school 
and in at least one case an 
older female student forced a 
younger girl to give her money 
every day by threatening to 
harm her. 

I have heard more than 
one teacher comment that each 
class is worse than the class 
from the previous year. Ido 
not think children born today 
are any different from our 
generation, but some of them 
have been allowed, by lack of 
discipline, to progressively 
grow into a student that dis- 
rupts the class, uses profan- 
ity when talking to the teach- 
er, and will soon be slapping 
or beating the teacher unless 
something is done. This is 
not all the teachers fault. When 
they have tried to discipline 
the students, they have re- 
ceived little or no support from 
their superiors while in many 
cases the parents are demand- 
ing that they are being unfair 
to their child. 

A teacher must have disci- 
pline in class before they can 
teach, and a school must have 
some form of punishment for 
students who misbehave. I do 
not mean the type where a stu- 
dent dope pusher must be ar- 
rested several times before he 
is expelled from school. 

My solution to most ofthese 
problems would be for the 
teachers to get out of the 
lounge and supervise the stu- 
dents while they are at school 
and for the principals and sup- 
erintendent te get out of the 
office and find out what is hap- 
pening and put a stop to it 
before it has been going on 
for several months. This would 
mean supporting the good 
teachers and dismissing the 
poor ones before they have been 
there two or three yearns. The 
school board has the authority 
and should have the courage, to 
dismiss anyone regardless of 
position,that is not: getting the 
job done. They should not let 
politics, relatives or friend- 
ship stop them from doing 
their job. The parents should 
support the teachers when pos- 
sible and I think that an active 
P.T.A. program would be bene- 
ficial 


I think it is time for the 
people of Elba to once more 
band together and do their 
thing, su our children will get 
a better education and Elba 
will be a better place to live 
This is not an impossible task 
because some of our neighbor- 
ing schools are doing well.

Jim Allen Reports 
To The People 


Just a few weeks agp, the 
Department of State confirm- 
ed to the United States Senate 
the fact that as of Jhly 1, 
1974, the principal due/on all 
loans which the U.S. ha$ made 
to other nations was 
$32,531,578,517. In addition, 
other nations still owd Uncle 
Sam some $23.7 billion in 
loans which have been out- 
standing since World War I. 

These totals are over and 
above the some $200 billion 
which the United States has 
given away in foreign aid over 
the past 30 years 

From time to time there 
have been news reports that 
one foreign country ur another 
has expressed a willingness to 
negotiate a settlement of its 
loan to the United States if we 
would be willing to ¢ancel part 
of the debt. And in the past 
three years our State Depart- 
ment has negotiated three such 
settlements. 

The first of these settle- 
ments was made with Russia. 
Our State Department agreed 
to cancel out more than $2.5 
billion of World War II lend- 
lease debts in return for a 
Russian payment of $48 mil- 
lion and a pledge to pay anoth- 
er $674 million plus interest 
if Congress granted them 
most-favored+nation status 
for trade purposes. Sincethey 
did not like the provisions of 
the trade legislation approved 
by Congress and signed bythe 
President last year, the Rus- 


sians have refused to honor 
their pledge to pay the $674 
million. 

Another settlement by our 
State Department, again made 


without the approval of Con- 
gress, was the cancellation of 
some $2.2 billion owed to the 
U.S. by India, a country which 
has been the biggest benefici- 
ary of our give-away pro- 
grams, with the exception, of 
course, of our military and ec- 
onomic assistance to South 
Vietnam and South Korea. 

Tie most recent agree- 
ment is with France, which 
owes us $370 million as a 
result of General DeGaulle’s 
decision to kick all NATO 
forces out of that country. 
President Ford has agreed 
to settle that claim for about 
30 cents on the dollar, which 
makes it a good deai for the 
French but a bad deal for 
American taxpayers. 

So our State Department 
has effectively wiped out more 
than $5 billion in loans owed 
us by these three countries 
for a mere $178 million -- 
about three cents on the 
dollar -- and all of this has 
been agreed to without Con- 
gressional approval. 

It is because of such exe- 
cutive agreements that I have 
joined in sponsoring a bill in 
the Senate which would require 
Congressional approval for 
any settlement of a debt

The Coffee County Com- 
missioners met Monday ofthis 
week with all members pre- 
sent. The first order of busi- 
ness was a discussion on the 
issue of the Coffee County 
courthouses Taking part in 
this discussion was Represent- 
ative Jimmy Holley 

Holley told the group that 
in his opinion they had three 
options. The commissioners 
later added a fourth to the list. 

First, according to Holley, 
they can do nothing, which in 
itself is a decision that every- 
thing is OK. Second, the com- 
missioners can pass a reso- 
Jution asking Holley to provide 
a referendum to the voters of 
the county with a yes/no option 
making it mandatory for the 
building of two new court- 
houses in Coffee County.

Holley told the commis- 
sioners, “Once this referen- 
dum has been held, I am thr- 
ough. If it passes, we will 
have the voters telling the 
commission they are pre- 
pared to pay for two new 
courthouses. If it fails, I 
will have done all I can do to 
resolve the issue.” 

Holley also discussed br- 
iefly with the commission his 
proposed bill to place all 
county officials on salary, 
rather than the present fee 
system. The sheriffs of Ala- 
bama came off the fee system 
several years ago; however, 
the Probate Judge, Tax As- 
sessor, Tax Collector and 
Circuit Clerk are still on the 
fee system. Holley promised
